Paris Exhibition 
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A Famous A frikander 


There is at present visiting London, and 
likely to visit this country, one of the 
most interesting of South African states- 
men in the person of General Jan Kemp, 
Minister of Lands in the Union Govern- 
ment. Twenty years ago General Kemp 
was in jail as a rebel; now he says 
republicanism in South Africa is a dead 
issue, and that “de Valera ideals are of 
no use.” General Kemp has had many 
experiences of war; the first being when, 
as an infant, his mother had to take flight 
from a possible massacre by the Zulus. 
When the Boer War started he was a 
Government clerk, but when the war was 
half-way through he was the youngest ol 
the Boer generals, commanding the 
Western Transvaal at the age of twenty- 
eight. He was one of the six Boer com- 
manders who refused to sign the treaty of 
peace. In 1912, however, he accepted a 
command in the South African Defence 
Force, but three years later he resigned to 
join de Wet and Beyers in their revolt, 
bringing his commando across the Kalahari 
desert to join the Germans in South-West 
Africa. Having surrendered his arms he 
was fined and imprisoned, but in 1920 he 
entered Parliament as a Nationalist, and 
became Minister for Agriculture in the 
Hertzog Government of 1924. He has been 
in every Cabinet since, and is a strong 
supporter of the Smuts-Hertzog coalition. 


Rye Whiskey 


_ The United States, writes a correspon- 
dent, is not the only place where Canadian 
whiskey is becoming popular. There is at 
least one hotel in Belfast where ‘‘ rye 
and ginger ale ” is a common order. and 
in London, too, I often have heard re- 
uests for rye. Recently I travelled in a 
diner which had sailed with totally in- 
adequate stocks of Irish whiskey, in view 
of the number and capacities of the 
passengers from this country. When the 
‘Irish " was finished the entire con- 
tingent went on to Canadian rye, which, 
after trial and consideration, was held to 
be nearer to real whiskey than the Scotch. 
Actually, rye, except in small and in. 
frequent doses, soon becomes tiresome to 

lates accustomed to brands popular at 
ome. If, however, a few ‘“‘rounds’’ are 
to be taken quickly, ‘‘rye and ginger 
ale” is probably more satisfying than 
the same quantity of Irish and any reason- 
able form of dilutant. 


The Gown of Blois 


The French town of Blois has been “in 
the news ” recently, which reminds me of 
a visit which I paid to it in the course of a 
walking tour. Blois is one of the 
medizeval towns on the River Loire. and is 
built about a most interesting castle, but 
more interesting than the castle I found 
the proprietor of the hotel at which I 
stayed. He spoke fluent French and was 
married to a French woman, but actually 
he was an American who had remained in 
France after the War! He had become so 
accustomed to speaking French that he had 
almost forgotten his English, and resorted 
to French to help himself out. 

Walking for pleasure is something 
which the French simply do not do, and 
the foreigner who adventures into the 
country for the purpose must be prepared 
to be misunderstood. ‘‘On ne marche pas 
en France,”’ and it requires a certain 
amount of courage to do in France some 
thing which France does not do. My friend 
and I became quite accustomed to being 
taken for strolling players or itinerant 
musicians. On one memorable occasion, 
when, with some postcards in my hand, I 
approached a man to ask him where I 
could post them, he waved me away saying 
that he did not require any!

Traffic Annoyance 


Why do drivers of vehicles of all kinds 
persist in annoying the pedestrian when 
vehicular traffic is halted by the traffic 
controllers?

He 
refers particularly to the junction of 
Fleet street and Westmoreland street, as 
an extreme example, but says that the 
same type of annoyance is to be encoun- 
ter@ at all junctions where the ‘pedes- 
“ge oem Baers the street. The reason 
he ers for this is that drivers of 
vehicles will not pull-up in line with the 
buildings, but will drive straight on to 
the very edge of the footway.. By this 
manceuvre pedestrians are prevented from 
using even the part of the thoroughfare 
which is designed especially for their use. 
and are made to practice all kinds of 
dodges to go about their legitimate busi- 
ness in busy streets. He says that all 
drivers, irrespective of the type of vehicle, 
should make it a point to stop level with 
the buildings of the street they seek to 
enter. and thus leave the crossings clear 
for pedestrians moving along that street. 
If nothing will be done voluntarily, he 
thinks that the traffic authorities should 
make a regulation to that effect. 


R are ‘Birds 


I read an amusing thing the other day. 
It was all about the Post Office and 
turkeys and stamps. From the G.P.O. 
in London has gone forth the complaint 
that the workers cannot handle turkeys 
and stamps at the same time, because 
people are so inclined to send their 
turkeys unclothed. They slap a label 
round the turkey’s neck, and off it goes 
through the myriad departments of the 
Post Office—a kind’ of gigantic flypaper. 
The official version of the complaint is 
laconic, so we don t know much about the 
turkey’s peregrinations; but you can 
easily picture it plastered with envelopes. 
picking up new envelopes here, and 
jettisoning other envelopes there. For all 
we know, they may have medium-sized 
rakes for brushing the turkeys down. At 
all events, the turkeys offend everybody, 
and nobody more than the counter clerks, 
who at one moment may be at grips with 
a turkey, and the next trying to give a 
customer one penny stamp. It is hard 
to give someone one penny stamp, because 
the stamp sticks to the two fingers with 
which you pick it up, and then to the 
two fingers of the other hand with which 
you remove the stamp from the original 
two fingers. When there has been some 
play with a bare turkey the action must 
be considerably speeded up. You might 
have the absurd situation where a counter 
clerk would hold out a turkey to the 
customer and let the customer pick the 
stamp off the turkey for himself. Some- 
thing ought to be done about it,

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FILM NOTES

Bess the past week or two the 
annual query has been revived: 
don’t they make film panto- 

The belief of the present 
generation (loudly shared by one or two 
writers on the cinema) is that the pro- 
ducers never tried their hand at panto- 
mime—possibly, never heard of it—and 
that they only need to have the matter 
brought to their attention in order to sea 
the error of their ways. 

As a matter of fact, over a dozen years 
ago Hollywood weighed pantomime in the 
balance and found it wholly wanting as a 
financial proposition. Fox (I think it 
was) made a gallant effort, and there were 
one or two other productions. The Fox 
picture was “ Jack and the Beanstalk,”’ 
and they secured striking effects by 
entrusting the part of the Giant to the 
only adult in the cast and allotting all 
the other parts to children. There were 
thousands of children in the film, and I 
still retain a vivid memory of the great 
scene where they stormed the Giant's 
castle. The new Irish generation will get 
some idea of what it was like if Ptushko, 
the Russian director and puppet master, 
ever has the honour to have his version of 
Gulliver shown in the city which Dean 
Swift adorned. In his film Gulliver is 
plaved by a boy, and the rest of the 
characters are puppet, as described in 
these notes recently. | 


Too Limited an Appeal 


HE film version of ‘‘ Jack and the 
Beanstalk ’’ was shown in Dublin in 
those far-off glays of the silent screen— 
and was by no means the success that 
might have been expected. It scored its 
only triumph at “ Children’s Matinées.”’ 
The only adults who went to see it were 
those who had to go with the children and 
a sprinkling who went out of curiosity. 

It must be admitted that those bygone 
film pantomimes were a very different 
affair from the type of pantomime at 
present being shown in theatres in which 
adults form the great majority of the 
audience, They stuck to the original story 
and were determinedly unsophisticated. 
But, even if somebody made a film panto- 
mime to-day with all the stage ingredients 
of “Principal Boy, Dame, red-nosed 
comedians, topical “ gags,’’ and all the 
rest, it, could not, in the opinion of the 
experts, prove a financial success—because 
it could be shown only during that limited 
period known as the pantomime season. 

There’s the rub! The ordinary film 
belongs to no season of the year. When 
it starts out on its travels it goes on 
regardiess of spring, summer, autumn or 
winter, Christmastide or Easter. Can 
anyone imagine a pantomime film filling 
a cinema in midsummer ? 

The stage pantomime can go into several 
editions during a long run, with new 
“ gags ” and new “ business’’ and topical 
allusions to freshen it up, but that is 
beyond the film. To re-issue the same film 
pantomime the following Christmas would 
not solve the problem. ‘‘Scrooge,”’ on 
the whole a good screen translation of “‘A 
Christmas Carol,” which did very well 
during the Christmas of 1935, was re- 
issued this year, but it no longer appears 
at the big ‘“‘first-run’’ cinemas in the 
cities. The film pantomime could scarcely

expect to be as successful, and so we are 
not at all likely to see Hollywood or 
Pinewood or Elstree embarking on such a 
venture until film producers become 
philanthropists.

For light entertain- 
ment value “Show Boat,” at the Savoy, 
easily takes precedence.

head of the Government almost has pro 
voked an explosion. Not very long ago 
the important province of Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi were so little satisfied with the 
Central Government's policy towards 
Japan that they actually tried to start a 
war with Japan, in defiance cf Nanking ; 
yet, these provinces were among the 
loudest in condemnation of General Chang 
Hseuh-liang’s mutiny. The Government 
itself very laudably refused to truckle to 
the mutineer—largely, no doubt, on the 
ground that “you can’t intimidate me by 
shooting my agent," but also because any 
sign of weakness would have struck a fatal 
blow at the principle of responsible 
government ín China. As it is, the 
Government has accomplished two things. 
Its firmness has averted a civil war that 
might have. torn China in two, and it has 
acquired prestige for itself. This is pro- 
bably the first occasion on which the

There. is the 
third possibility: that he is one of those 
Chinese who are genuinel disgusted by 
theit Government's refusal to put up a 
fight against J apancke encroachments, and 
that he mutinied as a natural expressicn 
of his disgust. Of Chinese politics nothing 
can be said with certainty, It seems, 
however, that the lesson has not been lost. 
There are rumours that the Nanking 
Government has thoughts of adopting 4 
bolder course against Japan—and that 
Gcneral Chiang Kai-shek may be replaced, 
as Premier, by somebody of a more war 
like turn of mind.

kind in the British Isles, Sir Edwin 
Lutyens has designed a simple, yet 
dignified, memorial, which will stand on 
a lawn in about thirty acres df ground. 
A great monolith stone of remembrance 
will be backed by a huge cross, thirty feet 
in height, while the plan will be completed 
by a series of pavilions, housing the Irish 
National War Memorial Committee's 
magnificent books of records; fountains, 
pergolas and waterfalls. Sir Frederick 
Moore has devote! much time and trouble 
to the laying out of the gardens and the 
planting of trees, which, in course of time, 
will enhance the beauty of the place. A 
sum of £30,000 has been spent on Irish 
granite alone, and the War Memorial 
Committee already has expended £56,000 
on the park. One of the most satisfactory 
features of the scheme is the fact that the 
Free State Government has taken an active 
part in the work. Men who served in the 
National Army, as well as veterans of the 
Great War, have been employed, and when 
the park is complete it will be a National 
Memorial in every sense of the term. We 
tejoice that after so many years this noble 
project is approaching its consummation. 
Next year, please Ged, the Irish ex- 
Service men will be able to hold their 
annual parade in the new park, and will 
be able to pay tribute to the memory of 
their dead in suitable surroundings. It 
must not be forgotten that the people of 
Northern Ireland subscribed generously 
towards the National War Memorial, and 
we hope that they will be represented 
adequately when the park comes to lb:

As 
the Ministry says, estimates of the precise 
amounts payable to this or that area are 
ea YT though the Secretary for Scot- 
and told the House of Commons just 
before the recess that the local authorities 
would benefit by hundreds of thousands 
of pounds a year, and the statement issued 
last week expressed the very natural hope 
that the benefit would accrue chiefly to the 
special areas. 

Under the revision of the block grant 
now due, adds The Times, the share of the 
special areas will rise automatically, 
because the Act provides that the pro- 
portion of the grant subject to the for- 
mula will be materially increased. But 
the promise of a new bill shortly after the 
Christmas recess seems to show that some- 
ening more ambitious than the revision 
aleady provided for will be attempted, 
and something more is certainly needed. 
The principles of the Act itself are not in 
question. Its purpose was to lower the 
weight of taxation which falls upon the 
costs of production, and, therefore, to ex- 
pand the markets for British goods both 
at home and abroad. Nor has that pur- 
pose been discredited by the failure of the 
relief thus afforded to counteract the 
effects of the depression which fell upon 
industry directly after the passing of the 
Act ; for that depression was far too com- 
prehensive and complicated for any single 
measure to make head against it.

THE MEMORIAL 


The Memorial is best described in the 
words of Sir Edwin Lutyens in his 
design. He says: “I propose to confine 
the War Memorial to the area bounded by 
the cireular road in the south and the 
river to the north. and about the centre of 
this site I place the great monolith Stone 
of Remembrance, on a great lawn and 
behind it, to the south, raised on the 
stairway leading to Inchicore road, the 
Cross—some thirty feet high. 

‘ Flanking the War Stone are fountains 

which punctuate the diagonal cistas up to 
the Cross. 
_ “To the cast and west of the enclosed 
‘awn, with its terraces north and south. 
are pavilions for name records, connected 
hy pergolas which open into circular and 
terraced gardens. On the west side the 
stream is dammed with a semi-circular 
wall, which provides a waterfall into a 
circular pond at the lower level. A cor- 
responding pond is on the east side. 

“The playing field is placed to the 
east.”’ 


PLANTING SCHEME 


It is claimed by the promoters that the 
design is admirable for the purpose and 
worthy of the strongest commendation. 
It will rely in execution much more upon 
gardening and arboriculture than upon 
building work; it will derive its effect 
not from the presence of an overpowering 
monumental structure, but from the 
beauties of a ‘‘ Garden of Remembrance ”' 
set amid the simple and appropriate sur- 
roundings which will be afforded by the 
extension of Vhoenix Park across the 
River Liffey. The trustecs have been 
fortunate, imasmuch as, apart from 
havmg the best horticultural] experts 
in the Board of Works. working 
on it, Sir Frederick Moore has 
devoted a great deal of time to the lay 
out and planting scheme, and he believes 
that in time to come it will be one of the 
most beautiful parks in Ireland.

THE OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The decision to close the Embassy is 
contained in the following official state 
ment issued “by the Foreign Office last 
night :— 

‘His Majesty’s Government have de- 
cided to instruct Mr. Ogilvie Forbes, His 
Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires at Madrid, 
to close the Embassy in Madrid, and to 
withdraw his staff and the remaining 
British subjects to Valencia, the present 
seat of the Spanish Government. 

“ The reasons which have decided His 
Majesty's Government to take this step 
are that there seems no prospect of an 
early return of the Spanish orra gn 
to Madrid, and in remaining there Mr. 
Forbes is not in a good position to main 
tain close contact with the more im- 
portant political authorities. 

‘* Further, as regards humanitarian and 
relief work, the Spanish Government have 
now made arrangements through the 
League of Nations to obtain the services 
of such experts as they consider necessary, 
and will consider the reports of these 
experts before taking any further deci- 
sions, 

‘‘ Until, therefore, the Spanish Govern. 
ment have received the reports which they 
will call upon these experts to produce, 
the question of organised international! 
relief measures does not arise. Further, 
in regard to the voluntary organisations 
which are already at work in Spain, and 
which are allowed to continue their 
individual activities, it will, no doubt 
be possible for Mr. Forbes to visit Madrid 
from time to time. should occasion arise. 
to give such advice or render such assist 
ance as may be pp 

“A regards the maintenance of the 
Embassy itself at Madrid, measures for 
keeping both the staff and British subjects 
who are still there supplied with the 
necessary provisions must necessarily have 
become increasingly difficult. Such diffi- 
culties will be considerably smaller in 
Valencia, where His Majesty's ships can 
co-operate in dealing with the problems 
of maintenance and supplies. 

‘Exact details regarding the with- 
drawal are being left to the discretion of 
Mr. Forbes, who will bear in mind both 
the needs of British interests and of 
British subjects.’’

A the spread of commercial lending 

libraries in the City of Dublin. These 
are mainly confined to the circulation of 
fiction. Readers still resort to the old-estab- 
lished cos "in for — hex serious concern 
and higher import, while their fiction lending 
has pa diminished. 

The year 1936 was one of remarkable 
development in the Manicipal Free Libraries, 
under the direction of Miss Roisin Walsh, the 
Chief Librarian, but the present year promises 
a bigger step forward. The work of the 
past year has been one of nisation and 
sath ye ani in respect of existing libraries 
and of provision for future activities. The 
new library at Phibsboronugh proved the 
wisdom and need of its establishment in the 
number of the citizens who have taken advan- 
tage of ®. The aver: ge daily issue of books 
since Mareh, 1956, wes eee while on 
Saturdays as many us 1, to 1,500 books 
were borrowed. 


NEW LIBRARIES 


Two new libraries will be opened in 
Janua e at Drumcondra and the other 
at Inchicore. Probably im April a third 
library will be ready for public use at Rings- 
end. Some time during the summer of this 
year libraries will be opened at Terenure and 

farino. Each of these will begin its service 
with 10,000 volames. The new and old city 
free libraries will thus possess a stock of about 
a quarter of a million books. Last year the 
existing libraries, includmg the new one at 
Phibsborough, were made use of by 82,552 
citizens. Some of the 200,000 books on 
their shelves were borrowed several times, 
makinz the big total of 1,167,919 issues. The 
cemand showed an increas‘ng interest in 
serious, non-fiction works, the greatest de- 
mand being fot literature of national and 
international character. The type of book 
much in demand was such as '“ On Another 
Man’s Wound,’’ by Ernie O'Malley; “ Unique 
Fictator,” by Desmond Ryan, and interna 
tional books like “Inside Europe,” by 
Gunther, and “In Search of History,” by 
Vincent Sheean. Halliday Sutherland's works 
were also in good request. These libraries have 
a special service for dealing with the re- 
quirements of students of serious literature. 
There was an increased call for books in 
Irish. During 1936 20.000 new books were 
purchased for the old libraries and 36,000 for 
the new ones to be opened during the course 
of this year. 


FOR CHILDREN 


Children’s sections have heen established 
in all libraries, and special rooms have been 
provided for children at the Pearse street. 
Pembroke, Thomas street, Charlemont Mall 
and Rathmines libraries, and in these 
libraries lectures for children, illustrated by 
lantern slides, gramophone records and in- 
strumental music are given in the winter 
months. 

The Photostat machine, which was installed 
by Dr. Best, the Director of the National 
Library, last year, has been used often dur- 
ing 19°6 for the reproduction of ancient 
MSS. The “ Descriptive Catalogue of 3,000 
Irish Portraits” has been finished, and work 
in connection with other collections has also 
heen advanced. The further dispersal of the 
Phillipps Collection of MSS. at Thirlstaine 
House, Cheltenham, enabled the library to 
make some interesting accuisitions. The 
Keswick Hall, Gurney, collection and the 
Kilkenny Castle library sales also afforded 
opportunities that have been fully taken, A 
notable example of eighteenth century 
Irish binding came from the de Zoete 
collection. It encloses a 1765 folio of 
[rish Statutes, similar in design and 
execution to the “Journals of the Irieh 
House of Commons,” destroyed in the Four 
Courts fire. Other acquisitions include ** The 
Articles ot Agreement (in Latin and English) 
between the Earl ot Essex and Turlogh 
0’ Neil!, Captain-General of the Province of 
Ulster,” with marginal netes in the hand- 
writing of William Cecil, Lord Burghley. 


EXHIBITIONS 


A number 2% special exhibitions were held 
during the year, of which the most important 
was that devoted to the various movements 
for national independence from the 17th 
century until ovr times. Two exhibitions of 
Irish maps and iopographical pieces were 
also held, and many rare and beautifully en- 
graved maps were on view. : 

The work of building the new reading room 
in Trinity College. Dublin, occupied almost 
the whole year. When the structure was 
completed the fitting operations were im- 
mediately undertaxen, and the building only 
awaits the finishing of the decorative work. 
It is expected the reading room will be ready 
by the spring. It will seat 160 readers, 
nearly 50 more than the present place.

A RESOLUTION rejecting the new 

Constitution of India was carried by 
the fiftieth Indian National Congress, 
when it met in plenary session her» to- 
day. Acceptance of the resdlutions before 
Congress had been .trongly urged yester- 
day in the presidential address by Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru. 

The following is the text of the resciu- 
tion relating to the new Constitution :-- 

“The Congress reiterates its entire re 
jection of the Government of India Act. 
1935, and the Constitution that has been 
imposed on India against the declared 
will of the people of the country. 

‘‘In. the opimon of the Congress, any 
co-operation with this Constitution is a 
betrayal of 'ndia's struggle for freedom 
and strengthening the hold of British 
imperialism, and further exploitation of 
the Indian masses, who have already been 
reduced to direst poverty under imperial. 
istic domination.”’ 

Congress reiterated its demand for a 
Constituent Assembly elected by adult 
suffrage for the purpose of drafting a new 
Constitution.

Armament expenditure accounts for 66 
por cent. of France's Budget, compared 
with 50 per cent., or less, in other 
countries, said M. Vincent-Agriol, the 
Finance Minister, defending his Budget in 
the Senate to-day. 

The debate on the Budget must close in 
time to enable it to be passed by midnight 
on New Year's Eve. Otherwise a monthly 
vote on account will be necessary. Last 
year it was finally adopted at 8.30 a.m. on 
New Year's Day. 

In his speech M. Vincent-Auriol said 
that the grant for unemployment had 
been reduced from 1,300,000,000 francs 
(approximately £15,000,000) to 600,000,000 
francs (approximately £6,000,000), because 
it was anticipeted that a 40-hour week 
would cause re-employment of 140.000 
men. The latest statisties, he added, 
showed an economic revival, and an im- 
provement in the textile industry and steel 
foundries, Exports were also up.

war” at Berchtesgaden during the 
Christmas holidays. 

The “darkest political motives’ are 
attributed to those journalists who re- 

rted the possibility of such a meeting. 
The 12 Uhr Blatt says: ' One telephone 
call would have made matters clear to 
those newspapers who spread the lying 
report.” It omits to add to what number 
the call should have been directed, in- 
formation which would have been valuable 
to correspondents in Berlin, who con- 
stantly have difficulty in ascertaining from 
official sources, even the whereabouts of 
the Chancellor himself.

The writer sums 
up Germany's attitude to Spain in these 
words: ‘‘Germany’s interest was, and 
surely is, that Spanish independence and 
property shall be preserved under all cir- 
cumstances and.in every form, and. 
Spanish territory shall not become a fres 
starting-point of the Third International.” 

The writér complains that whenever at- 
tempts are under way to clarify the con- 
fased European situation, and to improve 
conditions, efforts to disturb these at- 
tempts are inaugurated by the same quar- 
ters and forces. 

“These,” he continues, ' should render 
it easier for all who really want peace to 
ascertain where the conStructive forces, 
and where the truly distarbing elements, 
are to be found. '' 

The Diplomatische Korrespondenz com 
plains that a section of the foreign Press 
alarmed the world durmg Christmas by 
spreading ‘‘senseless, lying reports 
bess Germany's political course.” It de- 
scribes these reports as '" international 
poisoning,’’ which reveal “ which circles 
regarded the casting of suspicion on 
others, and libel, as normal political 
rules."’ 

The writer not only accuses “ Marxist "’ 
newspapers, but ‘‘ democratic bourgeois "’ 
papers. 

He adds: “ The casting of one-sided 
suspicion on Germany and her intentions, 
as well as the hypocritical and misleading 
discussion of the volunteer problem con- 
demn themselves.’’ 


BRITAIN AND ITALY 


In a reference to the relations between 
Great Britain and Italy, the Korre 
spondens adds: '“ Germany. from the time 
the Abyssinian conflict started, «lways 
regretted the estrangement of these two 
Powers, an undersanding between whom 
is indispensable for’ European co-opera- 
tion and for the preservation of European 
calture.

Fortunately, many statesmen appeared to 
realise their responsibilities, and, if they 
could accept their assurances that the 
strengthening of their own defences was not 
meant as a challenge to neighbouring States, 
then the evils which many anticipate may 
not come upon us, 

Far removed as we here appeared to be 
from the arena of conflict, recent events 
showed how difficult it would be for them 
to preserve their neutrality in the event of 
a European unheaval. The tolerance of the 
views and feelings of others which had been 
such a marked change of our development 
im recent years was, however, @ good augury 
for the future, and it had already dispelled 
many of the elements which made for un- 
certainty within their own borders in other 
years. 

The toast of “ Battersby and Company”’ 
was proposed by Mr. Riordan. He said that 
it was a great pleasure to him and to all the 
members of the staff to assemble round the 
festive board at these annual reunions, and 
to congratulate Mr. Judd on the continued 
progress and prosperity of the firm Thrs has 
not come about by mere accident. It had 
come about through hard work and willing 
service to their patrons.

His 
scheme for bringing the other Déise round 
to the Irish Unign’s way of thinking. was 
ultimately ade The Joint Advisory 
Committee was not taken at all kindly to 
by the Reyal and Ancient Club, 
St Andrew's, who were vei loth 
to surrender any of their authority, but the 
negotiations eventuated in the establishment 
of the British Geli Unien’s Joint Advisory 
Council, its Research Station at Bingley, 
Yorkshire, and the Journal of the Board of 
Greenkeeping Research—they are a Jasting 
memorial to the Gloucestershire-born Secre- 
tary of the Golfing Union of Ireland.
